^VJle^ tliQ present adminlstnitiou toolv 
control of the viiius, aoiue four years 
ago, one of the first probleuiH dealt ■\vitli 
wa.s that of the intinx of uadcslrablo 
immigrants from the Orient and cIhc- 
where, Public feeliiij; thun was very 
stronp in rufjard to this nuitter, hut the 
governineMt grappled with the is.iiie 
with elinruoteristic fearleRKiiess. It had 
been aniioiiiiced by the Ituperial uuthor- 
Itiea that tlie colonies had power to cegu- 
lato iuuttigratlon to -their abores within 
certain limits. The Premier immediately 
toolc ndvantngfl of the opportunity, and 
one of tlie first acts of his governmeut 
was the pasfniije of a bill "rugulatins 
immigration to British Columbia." 

The legislation referred to was eon- 
strnoted iiUidk the .lines of the Na'.al 
Act, whieli is welj kuowu to all who 
have followed imperial politics. It pro- 
vided for llu; prohibition of the eiltram e 
to the proviuce of any person [ailing lo 
write out at dictation, in Ihe rliuracter.i 
of some lan,i;uage of Europe, and si^u in 
the proseuco of an olllcer, tit'ly words. 
In brief, it was iiu cduealiomil test. It 
was pointed oi'.t by its supporters that it 
could not lie claimed that the bill was 
aimed at any parlicidar foreign nation, 
that it was practically the same as had 
been allowed to become law iu other 
l)arts of the British Empire, and that, 
therefore, no reasonable argument could 
be advanced by the federal authorities 
for itK dlsailowanco. For the short 
time lhat it was in forco it was found 
to operate most beneficially. It wos not 
long, however, before the Dominion gov- 
oritment had placed Us veto upon the 
measure. 

Tlie prbrincial governmont could do 
nothing more. ,Its efforfa9 bad beeii nul- 
lified, and tlier'e was nothing; for it but 

to accept the verdict with a good grace. 
The ^liuisler of Justice, in disallowius 
the net, 'Simply gave as Ills reason that 
it would interfere with Imperial policy. 
As far as it wont that was perfectly 
proper, and no fault could be found, but 
it wuR Inulcally contended by many that 
a question of e ranch importance to 
British Columbia should have been en- 
torod into more fully by the Ottawa au- 
thorities. The opiuion generally express- 
ed was that the matter had not been 
given sutllcicnt conaiderntion, and that, 
if it; had, there was a p(js><ihility tlnit 
some untlerstnuding might have been 
reached by wliich the immigralinn Te;.'u- 
lations enacted would hove been allow- 
ed to remain in force, either as they 
stood, or in a modified form. 

Hud tins act been allowed to contin- 
ue in force, it would liave had at least 
one good etfect, wdiich may be i)ointed 
out without fear of contradictiou. It 
woul4 have prevented the immigration 
of the hundreds ^f \Sikha, who Bwarmcd 
froth the. Orient during the latter 
montha of last "year. While there are 
few who will deny that these East In- 
dians are worthy men, tlint thny are of 
excellent character and, as British sub- 
jects, are entitled to come to this coun- 
try if they so desire, it must be iic- 
Unowledgeil that, pliysically, they are 
unsuited to the life of a British Coltiui^ 
bin laborer. In the first place the cli- 
mate, especially during the winter, is 
one uncongenial to them, and, pecoadly, 
they are not strong enough to stand the 
form of work wdiich they have lo per- 
form here la order lo olituiu a liveli- 
hood. 'J'he most of these men who 
came to I'ritish Coluiiiliia have, since 
their arrival, suffered much hardship, 
Tliere is just u possilulity lliat luore 
will oonie iu the future, in which evi'iil 
the problem of providing for their r<us- 
tonauce wnidd become serious. Had the 
aforementioned act lieen pci-udtted \:> 
remain in operation, all tills trouble 
wo\ild have been avoided, Ijcoause, learn, 
ing of tlie restrictions, the East Indians 
would scarcely have attempted to land 
upon the shores of Western Canada. 

"While assuming a position in bpposi 
tion to tlic imuilgration at nn^undesir- 
able olnss of people to Brltisir Colum- 
bfu, the present administration has been 
very consistently in fay6r of the eu- 
counigement of settlers, IndnstrlouB men 
and women who will assist in the devel- 
opment 6f the natural resources of the 
province. 

No dlllicnlty need lie experienced in 
obtaining corroboration of this fact. It 
Is evidenced liy the activity of the pro- 
vincial information bureau, by the ex- 
tensive advertising of the agricultural 
possibilities of llie country iu (ireat 
Britain and elsewliere, and also by tV.e 
contract recently entered into with the 
Salvritiou Army by wdiicli the latter bus 
agreed to bring to the Canadian West 
large nuuibpr;! of intelligent home- 
seekers, 

.Much more spaci' than is available 
would be refpiired to thoroughly out- 
line what the bureau of information has 
done during the past three years to- 
wards making British Columbia, its 
vast mineral deposits, its beautiful fer 



opportunities 
uier iiUo any of a 



wide variety of industries, known to the 
outside world. The dist rilnitlou ot lit- 
erature and lulvertisliig iu a thousand 
and one other ways, tiguratlvely spouk- 
ing, has been carried on upon a much 
more e.\lensivo scale ihau ever before 
in the hi.story of tin: luovlnce. Ami the 
roHulls havi' been comiuensurate to the 
energy exerted. 

A short time ag.i an article was pub- 
lished iu these columns in wliich it 
was pointed nut tlint uii average of 
twenty iuquiries daily was being re 
celved from putalderH eouteniplatiug tJ(d 
tllng in this 'country Nnturnlly ll>cy 
wanted to be given details as' to the 
character of the soil, ^ the climate, and 
other information of tjie utmost impor- 
tance from 'tlie staadiiolnt of tliose de- 
siring to enter into the farming indiis- 
iry, Tlii'sf coniiuniiiciii Ions have all 
been answered, i'lal, Iriuu wh.'ir can be 
gathered, many li:n'e lieen induced to 
make their homes in Jiritish ('oUniibia. 
This may reasonably h" accepted us a 
direct outcome of llu! .'ahor of those in 
charge of the inform;):iou bureau. 

Of the lauduble fictiiu of the depart- 
ment of agriculture in sending an t!X- 
liibit of f^'ult from the province lo the 
leading Iiortieultural e.xbihitlons of the 
Old Country, and the resultant wide- 
spread attention atir.-icted towards the 
Canadian ^Vnst, little need li.i said. It 
is scare(dy necessary to e.xphiiu that the 
success of the Hritish Columbi,t fniii 
will, and is already having, a direct 
bearing upon immigration. The effect 
has been that the people living in the 
congested centres of the Old Country 
have had practical evidence of the pos- 
sibilities open ;to jneii;. of > enterprise in 
this part of- the- D<iiftlIniOtt; ,Th^e is 
not the .sligbfost doiil?t?-}tUat ' the state- 
ment made by'Hori.'.'Rii.ui'i'JPatlow-, nun- 
iBtcr bJ ^AgHcnUureil t^J^Uai'eirect that 
these medal-wihhlhg displays linve given 
British Golumbiti better advcrfislng than 
conld have' been procured by the distri- 
bution of thousands of dollars' worth »f 
the finest literature, is well founded.

No doubt the govorn- 
ment of Premier I'^IeBrido will be call- 
ed upon to siipplemeul its action in this 
regard from year to year, Init the ngree- 
meat entered into with tho Salvation 
Army brings its policy will; regard to 
immigration up to date, and ceruiiiily 
could not have been more opportune. It

What Change of Govornmont Would

"A change iu the government of this 
jirovinco ut the present time would be 
of the very greatest detriment to its 
(inancial interests," said Stuart Mannpll 
of tliis city to the Colonist yoslorday. 
Mr. Mannell rei-ently returned from 
■S'ew York, where he has been for the 
last three nioiiths, and during his stay 
ill the tiiiuncial capital nf North Ameri- 
ca he took the opportunity of making 
himself acciualiiteil M-itli the feoUug pre- 
vailing among investors regarding the 
British Columhia field. 

"I found," he said, "that British Col- 
umhia Is regarded more favorably now 
than has (!vcr been the case in her his- 
tory. Some years ago any investment 
iu this pr'",ince was regarded among 
F.aatorn financiers as nothing less than 
speculation. If you spoico to a capital- 
ist about the proviuce, lie would toll you 
lhat there was no stability in the gov- 
ernment. *You have a now government 
tliore every year.' used to he said, and 
investors complained that the regula- 
tions governing miuing, lumbering and 
nil other industries were continually be- 
ing changed. There was no confidence in 
tlio country at all. 

"Within the last two years, however," 
contiutied Mr. Mnnnell, "iill that lias 
been ehauged. In New York, I found 
that British Columbia is regarded as 
one of the Ijest possible fields for invest- 
ment The fact that we have had a 
stable government here for four years, 
and that tho laws have consetpiently re- 
mained <;onstnnt, and havh not been 
subjected to all sorts ot jmloohed-for 
changes, has caused a growth of c uili- 
dence iu favor of the province.

It was assumed 
at thft "dep.iartment that the vice and 
deputy consul, William H. Orrett, at 
Kingston, sent It. ' A reference In tho 
cablegram tctho fireproof safe Is un- 
derstood to convey assurance oC tho 
safety ot tho consular ' records and 
papers. I It is also regarded as pos- 
Rlblo that the me.ssage may havo come 
from Nicholas B. Snyder, the Ameri- 
can consul at Poi't Antonio, on the 
Island of .Tamaloa. 

The despatch, however, was regard- 
ed as warranting Instant measures for 
relief. Indeed,. tho.^navy department 
&n^iBipateAa tKlsj, .h«ea;yjCqc -.through 
Captain' Beehler, the'fdfflcer '• In charge 
of tho naval station r^.jat.'; TCey West 
■^\'lreless communication' .was "soon es- 
tablished between the"' navy depart- 
ment and Admiral Evans, commandlnpr 
the Atlantic float at Guantaimmo, 
Cuba.

tiif oil\-. \Vi' may admit that Vio- 
t'lvia, ill common with ovory otiior city 
does not stand upon as high a plane 
in some respects us it might; but it is 
an orderly cit.v, it is not more cliar- 
uotorized by im morally than nii.v oth- 
er city of its size. Its moral tone is on 
tho wlinlo cxoollont a.s lias boon doni- 
cinstfat(Ml ill priictlcril wnyf. over and 
over again. Tho vicious clement in 
tho town never havo had any great 
Influence; it certainly has never been 
anything liko In control of city mat- 
torf:. ,Tlio '.'olonlst can speak upon 
tiiifi matter freely. It has nlway.-j 
stood for tho moral betterment of the 
community. Many of Its readers will 
romombor certain sights, which ten 
^•oars ago woro o.xooodlngly common 
ill our streets and other pl.accs. Vice 
bad been allowed to parade itself, un- 
til It seemed to be recognized that It 
had a legal right to do so. The self- 
styled moral reformers wore afraid to 
tackle the problem presented by a 
condition of things, which made this 
city seem a hundred times worse than 
it oxer was. Tlio Colonist doterniinod 
that tlioro slioiild bo a cliango, and' n 
change was soon forthcoming. There 
never has been an ; Instance, when, the

The voters of Victoria have about 
a dozen gontlomon from whom t.> se- 
lect .four t.i> repr.iTii»:iif, *hein lo. £hJ ne.xt 
logisiature of -British Columbia. It 
W'.iuid bo pleasant : to be able to say 
that they are all personally equally 
tit for a representative position, but 
unfortunately this is not the case, li 
i.'?, however, possible to conduct tlio 
campaign without much discu.ision of 
the personality of tho candidates, and 
tills is n inalter of much aallsfi'iotlon, 
because there will be hundreds of 
votes cast by m<>n, who feel most fav- 
orably disposed on- personal grounds 
towards candidates whose election 
tlio.v will oppose. A correspondent 
asks how the Colonist can sup- 
port Mr. Paterson for mayor and 
oppose him as a candidate for 'he 
logisliiture. .Such people fail to real- 
ize thai while persons may see uyc 

10 eye in municipal politics, tlioy may 
be wide apart in provincial politics 
or vice versa; AVo havo supported 
Mr. Paterson for the mayoralty be- 
cause we belle\'e him to be an al-)lu 
man, who stands for the right ideas 
In municipal polltlc-s; we oppose him 
for the legislature, because, while 
conc:eding his abllitv-, ho does not 
.stand for what wo think are the 
light Ideas in provincial politics. 
Probably the three Conservative can- 
ilKlates for the cit.v, whose names arc 

011 tho municipal voters' list, and the 
four Ivlberal oamlidatos will all vote 
for Mr. Paterson Cor mayor; and they 
would probably all vote for lihn just 
tho same. If he were a Conservailve 
Instead of a Liberal In general poli- 
tics' So ill rogani to tho cnndldaus 
tor the city seats. Take the two 
Messrs. Hall, for example. Bach has 
probably a high personal regard for 
Ih'- other, and respects tho, other's 
iibllily in his particular lino; but we 
venture lo say tliat the Doctor will 
not vote for the Coal Merchant,- nor 
ihe Coal Merchant for the Doctor. So 
also take our friend Mr. Urury. Wo 
ussume that he admits all tho sterling 
uualltles of our friend Mr. if. B. 
Thomson, and undoubtedly Mr. Thom- 
son reciprocates the fdbllh'g; but thoy 
will not vole for each oilier. And so 
SVC might go on. Tliore is hardly an.\- 
personal element in tho clly campalsn, 
and this we think is a subject for 
congratulation. 

Tlie election will depcml upon the 
decision of the \-oters upon princi- 
ples lo some extent, but chiefly upon 
matters of policy. With the princi- 
ples advocated -"by one section of the 
electoi-s, tho very groat majority can 
havo little in sympathy. Tho theory 
ot Socialism, which places the inter- 
est of the many- before that of Ui.e in- 
dividual, which presents li fane; pic- 
ture of a time when lliero shall be no 
divisions betwooii peoples, except 
those that are necessary for the prop- 
er ca;frying out ot the common wel- 
fare, doubtless appeals to' many, 'just 
as the idea of a milloiiniuiii does. But 
tho Socialism wliioli iiieans rcd-liaiid- 
cd revolution, which, while enjoying 
the benefits-; of tlio government and 
the flag under which wc live, avowed- 
ly schemes for a ihiy when these will 
1)0 overthrown, happily lias very few 
adherents in this city and it would 
have stUl fewei'. If Its chief apostles 
had been treated, by every one with 
the same indifference that has been 
accorded to them by the Colonist. The 
Socialist factor In Victoria Is a negli- 
ble quantity. We are not without 
much sympathy for many of the ideas 
upheld by those persons, who are 
candidates of tho l.,abor Party; but 
we have never lioon much impressed 
j by the success attending the politi- 
I cal efforts iiiado b.v any special .---oction 
of the community. Bettor results are 
likely to be attaliiod by the uffillatlon 
of persons, having advanced Ideas 
along feasible lines, with the other 
parties, and we submit for the con- 
sideration of tho l^abor Party of Vic- 
toria that they will find in the (,'on- 
sorvatlvo P.irty of British (.'oliiinljla 
not only sympatli.\- in ovory practi- 
cable effort, that may bo put forward 
on their behalf, but a desire to ad- 
vance their interests in every way, 
as far as can be done consistently 
with the genoral welfare nf the com- 
munity. The people of Victoria, who 
havo been accustomed ttf vote with 
the Liberal Party must find It diffi- 
cult to discover nn.v reasons thai will 
boar ON-amlnat!oii, which should load 
Uiom to seek to bring about a defc^at 
of the government at this time. We 
can understand that a certain num- 
tior of them should be desirous of silo- 
ing thiUr poliUcal friends in office 
This is quite natural, but it Is hardly 
reason enough to turn out a govern- 
ment that Is giving the greatest salis- 
factlon to the whole province by the 
way in which it Is carrying on the 
public business. We do not, as far 
as we are able to estimate trie prob- 
abilities, find the least reason for sup- 
posing that the vote of Victoria will 
bo noccssiary In order to keep tho 
government in power, but we ask the 
voters of the city, who aro not dyed- 
in-the-wool partlzans, to consider 
whether It would be wise for the c'np- 
llal of the pro\lnco to declare for a 
change in administration simply for 
.the sake of a change. .

,'vlolnlty of the stoVe, numerous Indi- 
.'vlduals whose sole ohjeot was to create 
;SDme sort ot excitement, that the dis- 
't'u'rbanoe emanated. 

They succeeded well in their efforts. 
The meeting started In Quietly enoufjh. 
■ Mayor Morly was the first speaker 
and he was awarded a fair hearing. 
Then followed T, "W. *Paterson, who 
throughout his speech, but partlcu- 
Iii:-ly towards tiie last, was subjected 
to a disgraceful "heckling" by certain 
of the previous speaicer's suiiporters in 
thp audience. . The cliairman did his 
best to keep order, but as surely as 
the disorder was once'queUed, It'soon 
jrose again. One big-footed and loud- 
•Volced supporter of the present mayor. 
Seated in the front row of the audi- 
enoBt . was particularly prominent 
ahioiig- the disturbers, and it was only 
after .the chairman had threatened to 
eje'ct him that he was llnally quelled.

Mayor Morley'.s supporters. The chair- 
man tried ■ to tell the meeting' that 
only candidates .•.virere.' to,.,be^ Jieard. In 
the course o£ ither/.bvenlrier.^liMtiilthe 
audience, which frbm a sano-ohd'' fair- 
minded body of citizens ,hiatl,' for the 
time being been converted ■ into, an 
Irresponsible mob, continued ; to' yell 
for "Lelsflr." Mr. Leisor was present, 
but he could see no good reason why 
he should come forward, and refused 
to take the platl^orni. 

The matter might have quieted down 
then had not Frank HIgglns arose. 
To Mr. Higglna the mob absolutely 
refused to glye • a . hearing. ... A very 
tempesb of igroanB,- dhoiita and hisscij 
hurtled around his devote"d head, but 
still Mr. HIgglns stood his gi-ound and 
refused to be shouted down. The 
chairman hammered on the table and 
vainly called upon the rioters to givo 
Mr. HIgglns a hearing. Then iMayor 
Morley undertook to do I>is share to 
straighten matters out, and lie took 
the platform. His nppearance was 
the signal for a redoubling of the up 
roar. In vain His Worship waved his 
hands, first to the audlenoei and then 
to Mr. HIgglns. The audience yelled 
louder than ever, while Mr. HIgglns 
replied by coming forward and getting 
on the platform. Then pandemonium 
was let loose Indeed. Shout as he 
could, lili: HIgglns could not make 
himself heard. l^lnally. stepping for- 
ward so that he could be heard, at 
least by tlie reporters, lie said: "I 
came up here to ask the cliairman to 
call upon Simon Lelser to speak for 
himself." The frenzy of the audience 
reached the limit whan they caught on 
to i\Ir. HIgglns' stratagem, and he re- 
tired to his seat amidst such n tur- 
moil as has probably never before been 
iieard at a public meeting In this city. 

The remainder ot the meeting was 
more or less disturbed by divers and 
sundry persons in tlio back of the hall, 
who, despite the fact that the balance 
(if the audience soon lost all Interest 
in Mr. Leiser, continued to call for 
hlni on every possible occasion. 
Xcllher were they to be quieted by 
the cries of "Throw 'em out" which 
came more and more frequently as 
the sober-minded part of the audience 
began to return tn its senses. 

Mayor Morley 
MaJ^or Morley opened up the meet- 
ing in a speech almo.st wortliy ot tiio 
occasion. "Since the boginning of 
the campaign," said His Worship, "my 
opponents liave been hounding me 
along. Now I intend to do some 
hounding in my turn." His Worship 
stood by his determination. He ac- 
cused Mr. Patorso.n of having been 
brought out by the liquor Interests of 
the city, and of being pledged to sup- 
port them. He stated that a certain 
wholesale liquor dealer, wlio.«e mime 
ho did not mention, had when lie be- 
came mayor asked him to permit the 
sale of liquor in houses ot lll-famo to 
continue, as in the past. He accused 
Simon Lelser of having begged him to 
iUlow the nlckel-ln-the-slot machines 
to operate. He accused Mr. Paterson 
of striving for the mayoralty in order 
that he might favor the C. P. R. with 
a large slice of tlie Songhecs reserve. 
He claimed, moreover, that the whole- 
sale dealers who supiiortod Mr. Pater- 
son were doing so In. order that tlie 
C. P. R. might receive the terminal 
footliold on the reserve, and the 
transportation facilities be Improved 
thereby. Ho called his gods to wit- 
ness that Mr. Paterson could not; at- 
tend to his duties as mayor of the 'cdty 
and member of the provincial house nt 
the same time, If - elected to both 
offices. He accused Mr. Paterson of 
being an enemy of the laboring class, 
because he had, when on the hn.'ird of 
trade, supported the interests of the 
New lOngland ■ Ki.'ih Oumpaiiy. .-ind 
wound up by requesting the citizens 
to vote for the better man. 

Mr. Paterson ' 
Mr, Paterson followed Mayor Mor- 
ley. He had, he said, listened with 
surprise to His Worshiii's speccli. He 
had always thought that the last nieet- 
ing of the campaign was called for tho 
purpose of hearing from the mayor 
an account of his stewardship. In- 
stead of this tho Mayor iiad Indulged 
In a storm of invecLlve against him. 
He would not, ho stated, take the 
..trouble -to reply to His Worship's, ac- 
cusations, as his time was limited, and 
he wished to deal with matters of 
more importance to the city than 
those mentioned by tho mayor. He 
valued his self-respect, but would give 
nothing for the esteem of those who 
would allow tiiemselves to be deceived 
by unfounded Htatomeiits. 

Mr. I'atorson dealt at ^onie length 
with the wiUor question, severely cen- 
suring the council ot inno for not luiv- 
ing taken more energetic action in this 
regard. He dealt with the work of 
the court of revision, pointing out that 
the Mayor had beea remiss In not 
having investigated the amendments to 
the Municipal Elections Act before the 
session of the court of revision. Re- 
garding moral reform. His 'Worship 
had spoken as If he (the spiiaker) 
wore not a moral man (cries uf ".\'oV) 
and Qs if the present mayor were the 
only man who could . properly look 
after the moral good ot the city. His 
Worship had .-striven to Introduce a 
measure enacting that ail llc^^nces 
should bo renewed every ycsir. Such 
a measure, the spetvker claimed, would 
have given ri.se lb a system of graft 
similar to that exlstmg In the Ameri- 
can cities. He had been brought out 
by no clique and would. If elected, ad- 
minister the al'lalr.s ot tho city with 
equity and jusllci-. As for his being 
!L friend ot the C. P. R., he was usually 
regarded as an enemy of that ('om- 
pany. Ills AVor.^hlp had stated that 
no inoney was being exr)ended In his 
campaign, that fn'c cigars tn- ilrlr.k.-; 
were iilaying no jiarl In It. .So tar as 
the Mavor'H going to no <>.\ponse was 
C'UK.'erned, he could testify, as His 
Worship had taken advantage of every 
meeting held by liliii, thus saving the 
price of hire of halls, advertising and 
such unconsidered trifles. Mr. Pater- 
son wound up by requoallng his hear- 
ers n>jl to vote for hlin unless they 
n;ally c.in-ddered lilm to he Ilie best 
mail.' and rGtired amidst cheers. 

Tn a Queslion as to whether lie 
owned stock In the IOH(|ulnialt Water 
\Vorks Company, he replied In the 
negative; wliile, when asked if lie 
was Interested in the sealing coni- 
pnny, he offered to sell all his stock 
at bedrock prices to his interrogator. 

Short' addresses w.ere alaq delivered 
by the following candidates for aider- 
rnanic honors: Henry Norman, John 
Taylor, D. Spragge, .Alderman Fuller- 
ton, W. A. Gloason, Ed Bragg and H. 
E, Levy. The aspirants were allowed 
ton minutes eacii. 

The meeting adjourned amidst up- 
roar, after a standing vote of thanks 
had been passed to Alfi-od IJuiTgett, 
who had acted as chairmaji.

Dsstruotion of Bed on Puget Sound 
Will Create Shortage in "Olympias" 

One result of the present cold spoil 
will Vary likely be a .shortage of Olym- 
pia oysters tor the next few years. The 
beds of Fuget Sound, from -which the 
hulk of fhlA. , cit^:* j!ul>p?Ka"s 'Mtnlnoa. 
were hudly f rozeif • ft-fSir'dtt jf Ifgo, and 
it is e.-cpeeled that It TvfU be several 
years before the young oysters will he 
ready tor ti.se. H. E. Levy, an expert 
on the subject, yesterd.ay snid the sup- 
ply would very likely he Jimch t:muller 
if ihe report was true. If tlie beds Iiaro 
been Iror.cn. iho only way they can be 
treated is to "pile" tliem and anchor 
them, olhorwise they final into deep 
wnler. The i'rost will not effcctunlly 
kill llio oysters, as some of tlu-" spawn 
escape, but it will be several years be- 
fore tliey are tit for market purposes. 

Practically (he whole of the local 
supply come from tliese beds', and if 
they have iicen ruined, the demand for 
the tasty bivalve will hare to be con- 
siderably c-ur(nileii. It ■would not be 
pnssihb; to Iran.splaut successfully other 
oysters to those beds.
